At 
last, probably exasperated he) I en- 
durance, UoeU'l wrote and cau.sed lo 
he i>llbli-lie<i, in a little weekly sheet 
issued every Saturday, an article in 
which he referred to Sauford ia severe 
terms, aod that wss the imBSsAato 
eaoae of the Bieetiiig. 

"On Ibe day of the encounter, alwut 
I o'clock, Goebel and W. J. Hendricks, 
at that time attorney Kcneral, were 
coming to town together and on Fifth 
street met Frank Helm, president of 
tiie First Natioaat bank, and aa Hea- 
dricks wished to get a ebeek easlied, 
tltey all three continued out Fifth and 
ap Madiaon avenue towani the bank 
Aa they came in tiie vicinity of the 
l>ank they saw Joliii .^anford standing 
at Ihe foot of Ibe ateps leading into the 
bank, with one foot on ibe lower atep, 
and leaning apoa tlie railiBg at o«if>

"Goehtd aiiBWereil prompilv, 'I do,' 
whereuyion Sanford withdrew his rixht 
hand from his pocket, holding a revol- 
ver, thrnafaed it forward qaieUy toward 
Goebsi's abdeoBvi and flred. the ball 
entting thioagfa Goebei's cost and 
lower ed);e of his vest. Qoibel made

I think I had a Smith on near- 
ly cv. i-y electoral ticket in every State and it seems that 
Smith led the ticket in this Slate and a man by the name of 
Smiiii led it in Texas, also. I tion't come here because you 
neetl U) be instructed in Democracy; you have shown by 
your presence and by your enthusiasm that you are right af- 
re;uly, and you liave shown by the jioise that you make that 
this is a great place for soiuid lungs.
